Theodore Tyrer, who has received an 


appointment in the treasury department 
at Washington, has a history which is 
quite well known to tho citizens ot Alber1 
Lea. And as Ms appointment is doubt 
loss charged to Minnesota, this history 
may be ot interest to politicians generally, 
Little is known ot him up to the time he 
emerged from the late war, bearing" his 
Hashing honors and a lieutenant colonel's 
commission thick upon him. He enter- 
ed iuto business in Buffalo, N. Y., as one 
of the principals in the firm of Jtioot 
<fc 


Tyror, manufacturers of proprietary med- 
icines. Tyrer was tho active spirit in tho 
concern. He was manager, general fac- 
totum and, in fact, the active man, and it 
wan while engaged in business in that 
city that he forged a lot of commercial 
papers, which matured during his ab- 
sence. Tho train on which ho was bas- 
ianing to Buffalo was delayed by a 
snow storm, tho paper was protested and 
iho forgery discovered. On his return 
ie was arrested, indicted, and upon be- 
ing arraigned pleaded guilty, and was 
sentenced to five years' imprisonment 
in Auburn penitentiary. 
He served 


throe years of his sentence and was par- 
doned in 1875 by Gov. Tildou. The jig 
was up in Now York state, and he came 
to Minnasota, where he secured em- 
ployment in the.office of his cousin, A, 
M. Tyror of tho firm of Staoy & Tyrer, at 
Albert Lta. It was not long before he 
had full charge of the land and loaning 
business of this firm, which waa dis- 
solved in 1878, Theodore Tyrer continu- 
ing tho business -with his cousin. In 
1880 A. M. ;Tyrer died, and Theodore 
Tyrer continued business, 
acting as 


agent of the Corbin Banking company 
of Mew York, and the Farmers and Me- 
chanics Savings bank of Minneapolis. 


HE MAKES ANOTHER M.EAK. 


In October, 1SS1, he suddenly decamp- 


ed, and it was immediately discovered 
that he had forged a lot ot papers which 
involved the above named corporations, 
E. J. Hodgson of St. Paul, and numerous 
others ot JFroobom county. He made a 
break for the far west, but was overhaul- 
ed at Forest City, Iowa, by tbe sheriff ot 
Winnebago county, and brought back to 
Albert Loa on a special trn u amid the 
greatest excitement He was jailed, iu- 
dicted on ton distinct charges of forgery, 
pleaded guilty to two of them and was 
sent to Stillwaterfor four years, and was 
released only last May by reason of com- 
mutation of time for good behavior.

Senator Sabin has 
been mentioned aa one of the possible 
endorsers of Tyror for the appointment, 
which, it is said, he has received, but 
this rumor lacks continuation. It is 
donbtlem based on the fact thut Tyrer 
was possibly employed while at Still- 
water in som j capacity in Senator Sabin's 
works. Tyrer toU a number of people 
before he was released from tho Still- 
water penitentiary that he "had a friend 
who had promised to get him employ- 
ment at Washington." He ie now be- 
tween forry-aoven and fifty years of age. 
I* is asserted by some that he owes bis 
appointment to -President Cleveland 
personally, whom he knew well in Buf- 
falo.

Massachusetts, a gentleman connected 
with an eastern water works company 
was taken to the rooms o£ the BuaineSg 
Men's Association last evening and in- 
troduced by President JSorcross, and the 
members spent an hour or two in talking 
water works. Mr. Goodhue addressed 
tho mem bers and a few citizens who at- 
tended by special invitation, explaining 
the different systems cf water supply. 
Ho had visited Pope's Springs And other 


points where a supply of water could be 
obtained, but wns not prepared to speak 
ot tho quality oC tho watoruntil analyzed. 
Ho was not prepared to give figures ot 
the cost of water works for this city, but 
would gladly do eo at any time they were 
desired. His firm stood ready to pot in 
works hero for the city, or for o private 
company, or would furnish tho money 
to the city if desired. They would build 
the works and tho city coula take it from 
them 
at 
any 
time 
they 
could 


agreo upon the prioa, or 'they would 
leave tho price to bo fixed by commis- 
sioners to be appointed by tho judge of 
tho circuit or supreme court. 
Ho ap- 


peared to favor tho reservoir.system for 
this city. Mr. Goodhue spoke ol the 
great benefits derived from a complete 
system of water works, and then stated 
that he was willing to answer any ques- 
tions asked relating to tho building of 
tho works in this city. 


Mr. Peter Myers was in favor of build- 


ing water works, but desired tha work to 
be done by a private company. 


Dr. HoEry Palmer was called for, but 


stated that ho had nothing new to. offer 
at this time; that a survey of the city 
had been made and they had estimated 
on six, eight and twelve miles of pipe. 
The cost of twelve miles of pipe, with 
the smallest 
mam 
six inches, and 


the largest 
sixteen luohes, including 


one hundred fire hydrants (about tho 
same number as we have of gas lamps) 
would cost from 8107,000 to 6123,000. 
When the agitation was up some time 
ago a company offered, to put in the 
"plant"—12 miles of mains and 100 hy- 
drants—at SCO por hydrant; or take the 
fire department appropriation and sup- 
ply the city with 100 hydrants for use in 
case of fire. 


Mr. 0. B. Conrad was formerly oprosed 


to water works, but now was heartily in 
favor of a complete system. 


An informal vote was taken by the 


persons present, resulting in twenty-five 
votes being oast for and one against, 


Mr. A. E. Burpee stated that two years
